AUTOGRAPHIC ODDITIES. 


I*raoiu From a Hotel BegUter—Some 


Dlttinirulalied Signatures. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YOKK, April 23.—"Show me a man's 


signature," Bald an old hotel clerk, recently, 
a» he twirled the leaves of the register, "and 
in nine cases out of ten I can describe the sa- 
lient points of his character. A person may 
be built like a Hercules, yet write like a pig- 
my. He may be only a vulgar fraction of 
humanity, a mere atom in Its dust, yet make 
letters big and strong enough for a giant. 
He may be a dude, yet dynamite couldn't 
do more with a bottle of ink than when he 
i-attera his name across the page. But what- 
ever the style, there is something about it as 
suggestive of the individuality of the writer 
as the method of his walk or the shape of his 
eyes, hands or mouth. 


"I don't mean to say," continued the ob- 


servant hotel man, "that I always 'room' a 
stranger according, to his handwriting, but 
we who have to scan so many kinds of it are 
not slow to discern the difference between 
men of character and the inconsequential 
'cusses'who think they are so. Take this for 
instance," and he pointed to a straight up 
and down signature with every letter looking 
like .the figure one, the whole obscured by a 
flourish that reminded one of a picket fence 
obscured by a tangle of weeds. "That's a 
young bank director who has slopped over 
with the importance of his position, a self 
opinionated chap who is as liable to impose 
as he is to be imposed upon. On the other 
hand, here is a small, refined, yet strongly 
written name, every letter of which is clearly 
cut and business like. Even if I didn't know 
the writer, I should expect to find hi him the 
neatness, courtesy and directness of a thor- 
oughbred. 


Here is another name, large, well rounded 


and distinct, with the ink roughly laid on as 
though the man wore his trousers In the top 
of his boots, took his whisky straight, looked 
people squarely in the eyes, told a good story 
and spent money like a lord. All that is true 
of him, and he is a good type of a western 
speculator. Here are two other signatures; 
one, 
cramped, peaked and deliberate; the 


other in copybook style, with a curlyoue 
around every capital and an oh-you-bet-Pm- 
here-all-the-time atmosphere pervading the 
neighborhood. The first is the name of a 
professor who spends his life in a closet, the 
second is that of a commercial traveler who 
Is very swell, very noisy and very much at 
home in places where he isn't wanted, one of 
the kind you can't shake 
off. 


"And so," continued the host, "I can run 


down these pages and single out a score of 
individuals whose characteristics are plainly 
suggested by the manner in which they sling 
ink. Not every one can counterfeit a signa- 
ture like this, because it resembles a streak 
of lightning done in black: 


"When William J. Florence writes it he is 


thinking more about his friends or his busi- 
ness than about himself. Nothing in the out- 
lines indicate the neatness that pertains to 
his personnel, but they suggest promptness, 
dispatch and a hurry-to-get-there style." 


For an old man who bore the weight of 


nearly nine decades, the above name, written 
but a little while before his death, is singu- 
larly strong. Every letter in its complete- 
ness, not only skowa the training of the 
cautious business man, but the large, thought- 
ful, prudent, generosity that was character- 
istic of the great Washington banker. 


There's a brave signature for you — frank, 


courageous and manful in every stroke. The 
man who made it dared a few years ago to 
rise in his place as a senator from Mississippi 
and eulogize the memory of Charles Bumner. 
Such an act, committed by most southern 
men, would have meant political death, but 
Irfunar is today one of the associate justices 
of the supreme court of the United States. 
The writing seems to say: "I know I am 
right and I defy you." 


If a man's name and the manner of writ* 


ing it ever indicated strong individuality, it 
la illustrated in the above simple signature, 
It suggests dignity, courage, will, system, 
refinement and 
B> nature that invites confi- 


dence, all of which is characteristic of Wade 
Hampton. 


Oie Bull was wout to write hiu name in 


much larger letters than those of his preced- 
ing text, which was generally as small as 
that of women who are not strong minded. 
The signature aptly illustrates his sanguine 
temperament and natural haste, for he wag 
a man who rarely knew an idle hour. The 
very hurry of the penmanship seems to say: 
"I'm coming, and I don't do anything by 
halves, either." 


Considering that W. S. Gilbert, the author 


of "Pinafore," "Thu Pirates of Penzance" 
and the "Mikado," is one of the busiest men 
in bis profession, the critic will concede that 
the above is a very creditable "fist." It indi- 
cates quick perceptions, acuteness, energy 
and humor— the prominent traits of the man. 
You may infer withal that he is a clear 
thinker, for jagged as the letters may be, nil 
name is distinct. 


On the other hand, his partner, Sir Arthur 


Sullivan, he who sots his rhyme to rhythm, 
writes as if his letters were crotchets and 
quavers into which be is trying to crowd the 
largest amount o£ harmony into the smallest 
amount of space. There is a suggestion of 
diffidence and love of ease about the signa- 
ture, as if the writer preferred to burrow 
amid the surroundings of cozy nooks and 
silken curtains. It is true. 


D'Oyley Carte, formerly the business man- 


ager of the above pair, shows in his vigorous 
scrawl that heabo is prompt, sharp witted 
and energetic. Those who know him will 
testify that he is one of the sharpest men in 
his branch of work. Asleep or awake, there 
is not an idle fiber in his body. The very 
"hand write" seems to say, "pive me that 
gray goose qnill, and I'm yours, truly."

ALUM BAKING POWDERS. 


Declared Adulterated Food and 


their Sale Illegal. 


The result of a trial just concluded at 


Canton, N. Y., before Judge Kellogg, will 
iave a salutary effect in checking the 
sale of one class of adulterated food 
Cwomon, named Moon and AkeriLl, were 
arrested for selling adulterated baking 
powder m violation of the State food 
idulteration act. The indictment was 
'or both selling baking powders that were 
nferior, adulterated and injurious to 
leulth by reason of being made from 
ilutn, and for selling them tinder pre- 
pense that they were a wholesoTte, cream 
ot tartar baking ponder. A stubborn 
defence was made, the claim being set up 
,hat baking powders were not articles of 
'ood and that the powder the defendants 
were selling,which was known as Gillett's, 
was n standard article of trade, and that 
alum baking powders inferior to it, like 
Davis' and others, wore being sold by 
other dealers in the same town without 
complaint. The Court held that baking 
powders were articles of food within the 
ueaning of the law. and the jury found 
;he defendants guilty upon all the charges 
The case has attracted much atten- 
tion from being the first brought under 
the State Food Adulteration Act against 
dealers in alum baking powders. The 
result ot the trial is to class such baking 
powders as adulterated articles of food 
and to make their sale illegal. There 
are many alum baking powders put up 
in cans, under some name or brand, in 
addition to thoso sold in bulk, the sale 
of all of which cautious dealers will 
probably be unwilling to continue.

CHEVREUL'S SYSTEM." 


Three Fundamental Colon to Which All 


Others May Be Reduced. 


Chevrenl, the eminent French chem- 


ist, whose hundredth birthday was so 
gloriously celebrated two years ago, if 
not the first to discover, was the first 
to miike plain to all the world, the 
system of contrasted colors which, in 
France, at least, bears his name. How 
tnie it is that to give an idea universal 
circulation it must be spread by a 
Frenchman! According to Chevrexil's 
system thero are in nature three funda- 
mental colors to which all others may 
bo reduced; red, blue and yellow. H 
those three wore to be had in absolute 
purity, nnil were to be mixed together 
in exact intensity and proportions, 
they would neutralize one another, 
and no color, or pure white, would re- 
sult. If the tliree be put in imagina- 
tion at equal distances about a circle, 
thon directly opposite the point occu- 
pied by any ono of the throe will be 
the point on the circle where the mix 
of the other two will constitute its di- 
.vect opposite; or, as it is called, its 
compliment. For instance, take red; 
its compliment is blue and yellow 
mixed, that ia green. The compliment 
of blue is red and yellow mixed, that ia 
orange. Of yellow, red and blue mixed, 
that is purple. In other words pure 
red mixed with pure green will give 
white; so will pure blue mixed with 
pure orange and pure yellow mixed 
with pure purple. 
And so • on all 


around the circle with the intermediate 
hues, every hue finding its compli- 
ment at the other end of its diameter. 
Throughout this paper I avoid the 
technical and use every-day terms and 
adjectives. 


Now the inner eye apparently always 


desires white light; so that the outer 
eye is constantly manufacturing the 
compliment of tho color ol the object 
at which it is looking so as to transfer 
a white image to the inner eye. FOT 
instance, let the eye rest on a red 
object. After a while turn the eye to a 
white surface. In a second or two tb« 
object will appear on the surface, but 
green; rhowinjf that the eye hu beea 


manufacturing 
the 
complimentary 


color of the object, and in a manner to 
cover it exactly. Of course this is only 
one of the various ways of putting a 
well-known phenomenon. 
The fact 


remains, put it any way you please, 
that to make the eye comfortable and 
to relieve it of extra work, whenever 
you present it to a strong color, present 
along with it some of -the compliment- 
ary color. ' This is the reason, why a 
bine house needs green blinds; why 
a blue ribbon looks well in golden 
hair;- or why purple trimming go 
with a yellow dress. It follows, too, 
that as the complimental color assist* 
the eye to see the original color more 
easily, it assists it to see more of it 
that is, to see it more intensely. A 
red disk surrounded by a green rim 
appears stronger than when the rim is 
away. 
A red-headed girl is always 


more striking in a greenish-blue dress, 
Yet she is always wearing one; and 
the carrot-headed boy is always at his 
happiest when he has under his chin a 
blue, or green, tie of vast dimensions. 
The two, intuitively, select the colors 
that relieve their own eyes, though 
they thereby make their peculiarities 
more conspicuous. There is no law ol 
(esthetics of more extended or of easier 
application. Practice first with strong 
colors of the greatest attainable purity. 
Soon the eye will be able to apply the 
law to the most delicate tints and the 
most varied hues. The secret of the 
success of Worth, the great Paris 
dressmaker, is his skill in using many 
colors and still keeping well within 
this simple law. The law is as valu- 
able in the manufacture and decoration 
of the humblest garment or utensil, as 
it is in the production of the grandest 
work of art.— D. Cody Eaton, in Yale 
Beview.

CALIFORNIA'S SAVIOR. 


Starr King'. "Might With the Cannibals,' 


and What Came of It. 


General Scott declared that "Cali- 


fornia was saved to the Union by the 
eloquence of a young minister named 
King." 
This was undoubtedly true. 


But,, nevertheless the cannibals had 
something to do with it. 


Before he entered upon his glorious 


mission to our Pacific shores, Rev. T. 
Starr King was one of our most gifted 
and popular lyceum lecturers at the 
East. 


He had been secured for the evening 


of October 13, 1859, by the lyceum 
committee of the flourishing town ol 
Westborough in Worcester County, 
Mass., where I had settled after 
twenty years' exile in the Hawaiian 
Islands. Our families having been ac- 
quainted in Charlestown, we had the 
pleasure of entertaining him, as well 
as being entertained by him, during his 
visit 
Our other guests were all Ha- 


waiian friends, two of them natives, 
born of English and American parents, 
whose fathers were officers of the King, 
and one the widow of the former Chief 
Justice of the island, who since her 
husband's death has been living in San 
Francisco. 


As Mr. King entered our premises 


his attention was arrested by a majes 
tic elm, the pride of Worcester County, 
which ornamented our grounds. 
He 


stopped short, took off his hat and 
made to it a low bow, saying that he 
never saw a magnificent tree without 
feeling that his respectful obeisance 
was due to it. Among the stories with 
which he entertained us I remember 
one of a cynical relative who had been in- 
clined to belittle his work as a lecturer. 
Desiring to convert him he persuaded 
him to attend one of his most brilliant 
and successful ones. 
The audience 


were delighted and at the close of the 
lecture many crowded around him to 
express the pleasure it had given them. 
Turning to the old gentleman, at whom 
he leveled his most impassioned shafts 
of oratory, he asked him what he 
thought of it. "Wall," replied he, de- 
liberately, "you warn't half as tejus as 
I thought you'd be." 


As we sat down to supper, I said 


"Mr. King, do you know you are 
among the cannibals?" He replied 
that he hadn't been aware of it, but 
trusted that his lean condition would 
be his safety, as none of us could be 
tempted by it. I explained that of the 
seven at table he was the only one 
who was not -either a native Hawaiian 
or had been for years a resident of the 
group and of California. 


Laying down his knife and fork, he 


exclaimed: 
"Is this really soP My 


jood star has brought me hither. 
I 


am in just the company in which for 
weeks I have longed to find myself." 
He then informed us that he had re- 
ceived som e time ago a call to the Unita- 
rian Church in California, which he had 
declined. That the invitation had now 
been, urgently renewed and 
most 


flattering inducements offered him, 
nnd he had felt anxious to meet some 
one from there who could give him 
the information he wanted about the 
place, the people, state of society, cost 
of living, etc., about all of which he 
was utterly ignorant. Feeling that he 
was just the man for the impending 
crisis, whose magnetism and eloquence 
was needed to give the right direction 
to public sentiment on our Pacific 
coast, we with one accord urged him 
to accept the invitation and gave him 
the information he needed. We talked 
earnestly till it was time to go to the 
tiall, and on our return resumed the 
conversation 'till midnight, and the 
next morning at breakfast, the discus- 
sion being kept up till we loft him at 
the cars. 
He warmly expressed his 


jreat satisfaction with his visit. 


A few weeks later, I met Mr. King 


on the train, when he said, "I have 
decided to go to California, and let me 
say to you that I received my deciding 
impulse from my night with the cauni- 
bali,"—/. B. f. Marshall, in Boston 
Transcript.
